lie Tells n Very Complicated and 
Conflicting Story Before 
the Court.

William Johnson, alias Mr. Patter¬ 
son alias George Watson, alias “Dr. 
Tanner,'’ alias "Bos Car Bill,” was 
iu Judge Sanders court this raorniDg 
charged with stealing two huge pieces 
of leather from Michael Bros. The 
store door was found cqien one morn' 
ing and the leather was missed. 

Dock Boyd is the mau who de¬ 
serves credit for catching Johnson. 
He ascertained that Johnson had the 
leather, and made an engagement 
with him to buy it. When Johoson 
delivered the leather he was nabbed 
by the officers in waiting. The 
leather is worth $30 or more. 

Johnson was introduced in his 
own Behalf, and contradicted him¬ 
self many times. He said his home 
was wherever bis hat was off, and 
told where all he had been during 
the last two months. He said 
he catne here from Kortonville, 
and afterward said he came here from 
Memphis. He claimed he got the 
leather about a month ago from a 
man iu a wagon, trading him a shot 
gun for it. He never saw the mau 
liefore, and hadn't seeu him since. 

He admitted that he served a term 
in jail here about a year ago for steal¬ 
ing shirts, and said lie then went by 
the name of George Watson. lie 
said lie had two names, that of his 
father and that of bis mother, and 
sometimes went by one and some¬ 
times the other. County Attorney 
Graves asked him which was his 
mother's name. William Johnson or 
George Wat-on. The prisoner sat 
there and contradicted himself with 
the most remarkable sang froid, 
and bis mendacity was so pal¬ 
pable that oftentimes he himself 
would pause aud smile at his own 
blunders. He appears to be about 
25 years uf age, ond is evidently an 
old timer in the business. The evi¬ 
dence agaiust him is conclusive, aud 
lie will likely lie held over Monday, 
to which day the case was continued. 

Kd Msrable and John Pete Kaker. 
iiued $100 and given 50 days in jail 
for cruatiug a disturbance at Ter¬ 
rell’s stable some time ago, were 
brought into court and had the line 
suspended. They were recognized 
iu the sum of $100 for their good be¬ 
havior. 

The case against Marshall Owen, 
colored, charged with knocking old 
man Warncck down, was left open 
until Monday. False swearing war¬ 
rants will lie issued agaiust some of 
the witnesses in the case.

The letter is from Ferdinand 
Kibitzky, and is dated Sept. 7, 1897, 
and was written at Castle Crewcu, 
Sob wed t. province of Brandi iherg, 
Germany, and is making inquiry 
relative to the present whereabouts of 
F. W. Roscnkranz, who emigrated to 
Paducah in 1857, and began busi¬ 
ness here as a jeweler, or his hei.s.

The letter reached America the 
latter part of September, but the New 
York postal authorities could not 
translate the address, aud returned it 
to Germany. 

It was then re-directed, aud made 
its third trip across the Atlantic aud 
came to Paducah. 

Postmaster Clark found no one to 
send it to, and forwarded it to the dead 
letter otlice. It was then sent hither 
and thither until it reached Mayor 
Lang this muruiug. 

Many of the older citizens remem¬ 
ber ltoseurkan*. He came to Prdu- 
cah about the year named above, and 
had a jewelry aud watch making shop

The most important acts of the 
legislature yesterday were as follows: 

IN TtIK IIOl'SE. 

The famous Dunlap Dill was intro¬ 
duced In the House by Claude Desha, 
of Harrison county. The bill au¬ 
thorizes the city of Louisville to issue 
l per cent, bonds aud authorize the 
judge of the city court of Louisville 
to appoint a commissioner of assess¬ 
ment at a salary of $3,00U and a 
deputy commissioner at a salary of 
$ 1,600. This bill is preferred by 
the committee.

Mr. Charl¬ 
ton—Act creating a hotel, hoarding 
house ami restaurant commission in 
each county, providing powers aud 
duties. Mr. Mount—Changing the 
name of Carlisle county to William 
Jennings Bryau county. Mr. Cahill 
—Requiring owners to prevent dock, 
thistle and rnullen from going to 
seed. 

Speaker Beckham announced 
Messrs. Vanzant, Bertram and Owen 
n 9 a committee under the resolution 
to invite l'oraker to address the 
House. 

The act raising the jurisdiction of 
magistrates’ courts from $100 to 
$200 was passed. 

Mr. Hattield introduced an act al¬ 
lowing reward for killing wolves, 
wild cats, red and gray foxes in this 
state, aud Mr. Wheeler an act pre¬ 
venting common carriers from deliv¬ 
ering freight to corporations or per¬ 
sons at a less rate than to others, aud 
prescribing penalties. 

Mr. 1’ieratt’s bill to elect school 
trustees on the first Saturday in Oc¬ 
tober instead of the first Saturday iu 
June, passed unanimously. 

IN TIIK SENATE. 

New Bills:—By Senator McCon¬ 
nell—An act making it a misdemean¬ 
or to fail to list entire property. 

By Senator McChord—An act 
preventing common earners from de 
livering goods to persons or corpora¬ 
tions at less cost than to others. 

Act redistricting appellate districts 
was passed, with the amendment 
changing Whitley from the Third to 
the Fifth district. The counties of 
Bell, Harlan, Leslie and Ferry are 
taken front the Seventh and put in 
the Fifth district. 

As passed the bill insures the 
Third (Lewis’ district) as surely

We were shown a very old Spanisl 
coin the other day by Mr. W. C 
Holden, of McKuen.
